SALUTE TO SLEUTHS 

Number One Hero of America today is the 
detective. More than 50,000,000 peopl e are 
avid detective fiction fans* who last year read 
300 novels of mystery and sleuthing. More- 
over,. 150 titles uf the puckct-type reprint of 
detection and crime were gulped up by 40,- 
000,000 readers. In addition * ruure than a 
dozen crime fact and fiction magazines leach 
into millions of homes each month. Indisputa¬ 
ble idol of motion picture and radio, too, is the 
detective, whose success has rocketed him to 
new spheres of importance. 

Although The Eye* as he has been nick' 
named, is a breezy, cynical hero with romantic 
inclinations and swift-slugging fists, as depicted 
by radio, Hollywood and the printed word, 
the (act of the matter is that in real life he 
n a conservative, intelligent, and industrious 
person who pursues his job with the reason and 
precision of any businessman. 

A composite picture of the 25,000 private 
detectives and 25,000 city, state and Federal 
operatives would present a man 36 years old, 
weighing 158 pounds, measuring five feet, 
eight inches tall, clean shaven, with dark hair 
and eyes. He is married, the father of two 
children, and lives in a suburban home. 

His average height and weight, combined 
with his ordinary appearance, enable him to 
make a good shadow, a duty he is often called 
to perform. 1 all or short men are too conspicu¬ 
ous for sleuthing. To avoid recognition by bis 
quarry whom he might track for a period of 
time, the detective merely changes his ward¬ 
robe daily* scorning the disguises so dear to 
the movie fans' hearts. 

Where and how the word sleuth originated, 
is a matter of con lecture, but most authorities 
attribute it to a New York publisher, who 


sought an appealing name to offer (he reading 
public. 

Issuing a senes of cheap detective novels, 
he named his hero Old Sleuth. So overwhelm¬ 
ing was the nation's response to this lovable 
character that sleuth was adopted as another 
definition for detective. Publisher Monro had 
the foresight to register his coined word. For 
years, business rivals tried to break the copy¬ 
right but to no avail. It finally came into the 
public domain after the time specified by law* 
How the word, Eye, became synonymous 
with detective makes another interesting but 
simpler story. Years ago, a painting of a human 
eye, bearing the inscription, "We Never 
Sleep," was the trade-mark of the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency. Police circles soon began 
to refer to an agency operative as an "Eye." 

1 he term stuck* despite a new trade-mark, 
which was later adopted by the agency. 

Today, " The Eyes," both private and gov¬ 
ernment, are enjoying their widest popularity. 
Fiction, radio, and movie writers are capitaliz¬ 
ing on the public's admiration for the detective. 

IMMORTAL MURDER 

In August of each year, citizen* 
of Dead wood. South Dakota, re* 
tall the perilous pioneer days with 
a pageant entitled, '"The Days of 
'76. Tin* production is composed 
of vivid reenactment* of famous 
frontier episodes which took place 
in that city. 

Of all the scenes in this revival, 
the most popular is the fatal shoot¬ 
ing of Wild Bill Htckok, and the 
subsequent trial and execution of 
his murderer. Jack McCall.
